Forty-one Youths Nearly Starve on a 
Diet of “Slum Gudgeon” While Bound 
for Africa—Reached London in Distress 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMBS.1 
GALVESTON (Tex.) Dec. 9.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Gaunt, ahd merely the 
shadows of themselves when they 
sailed from this port in the ship Cran- 
ley, August M, for Delagoa Bay, South 
Africa, with a cargo of Texas cattle, 
forty-one Texas boys returned from 
there to Galveston today. They tell 
a story of privation and hardship en- 
dured during their journey. 
According to thelr story, before sail- 
ing they were treated royally by the 
ship’s crew, but had not more than 
crossed the Galveston bar when the 
reverse was the case. Their first meal 
after sailing consisted exclusively of 
what sailors call “slum gudgeon” and 
a few potatoes. This was their daily 
menu until their destination was 
reached, and on this starvation diet 
a bare existence was eked out. Arriv- 
ing at Delagoa Bay, the captain in- 
formed them they could not land un- 
less they had £100 each, and that his 
ship was going to Calcutta. He asked 
what they were going to do. The 
boys protested their agreement was

The American Consul was appealed 
to, but it is claimed he did nothing. 
The British Consul succeeded in secur- 
ing them passage to London. There 
they were unable to obtain work, and 
grew desperate. In an almost starv- 
ing condition they were discovered by 
the American Aid Society, who se- 
cured them passage to Galveston.

Theodore Roosevelt will be the 
only candidate seriously considered 
for the office of President by the R 
publican National Convention in 1904. 
It needs no prophet to tell us this. 
It is written in the book of destiny 
so plainly that he who runs mar 
read, and the wayfaring man, thougn 
a fool, need not misinterpret the mes- 
sage. All the talk about other can- 
didates may be set down as the work 
of the enemy, who would very muca 
like to see some otaer candidate than 
Mr. Roosevelt placed in nomination 
by the Republicans, for reasons which 
are perfectly obvious. They are we.l 
aware that they cannot defeat the 
President. His nomnation will mean 
his election, beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. If the sepublicans could be 
induced to commit the -unthinkable 
folly of placing some other candidate 
in nomination, our esteemed“ oppo- 
nents think they would stand some 
chance of electing their cand.date. 


It is not at all surprising to learn 
from a Washington dispatch that the 
principal impetus of de alleged boom 
for Mark Hanna comes from Demo- 
cratic sources. Of course no one 
takes the talk about Hanna's can- 
didacy seriously—not even Hanna 
Heretofore, some people 
have been more or less mystified at 
the persistency with which this ab- 
surd talk has been kept up. Mr. 
Hanna has all along professed to dis- 
courage it, and has taken occasion 
to meke numerous public declarations 
to the effect that he was not a can- 
didate, and taat under no circum- 
stances would he become one. But 
in spite of all this, the talk about 
Hanna's candidacy has continued. 
Now the secret, if secret it may de 
called, is out. The alleged boom ſor 
Hanna is mostly, if not altogether, a 
Democratic movement. It has no 
basis of opposition to the President 
in his own party; for there is no 
such opposition, worth mentioning. 
It is born of a desire on the part vf 
our political opponents to create dis- 
sension in the Republican ranks, in 
the hope that thereby they may reap 
partisan auvantage. 


This purpose will not succeed. It 
is foredoomed to absolute failure. 
There is probably not a Republican 
of note in tae United States today 
who wou consent to. make a 
serious contest in the | nominating 
convention against the renomination 
of Theodore Roosevelt. Very likely 
other names than that of Roosevelt 
will he presented in the convention— 
though this is not at all certain: but 
the nomination of Roosevelt is not, 
and has at no time been, a matter of 
doubt. 


And speaking of Mark Hanna as a 
_Democratic favorite, how would he 
do for the Democratic candidatg? If 
our friends, the enemy, are so en- 
thusiastically in favor of Hanna, let: 
them nominate him themselves. This 
solution of thelr dilemma is offered 
for what it may be worth, without 
extra cost. ,

HISTORY OF A TRANSPLANTING. 
W. H. Holland, superintendent of the 
public schools of San Gabtiel, yester- 
day told the history of the transplant- 
ing of the children, as follows: 

“I was away on my summer vaca- 
on, and upon my return. and at the 
time of the opening of the school, I 
discovered that a large number of my 
last year’s pupils were missing. On 
inquiry, I learned of the visitation 
of the Indian drummer, and I made ob- 
jections, because I did not wish to see 
the enrollment of the school reduced, 
and because I considered the palming 
off of these children as Indians an out- 
rage. Some them may have Indian 
blood in them, but I doubt if any one 
of them was enough of an Indian to 
be an Indian in the eyes of the gov- 
ernment. 

“When the matter came out in The 
Times I received a letter from the su- 
perintendent of the Indian school at 
Riverside, offering to send the chil- 
dren back. The matter waa fully dis- 
cussed by the board of school trustees, 
and it was decided to await develop- 
ments. All of the thirty-five children 
but six taken from this district re- 
turned of their own free will, not being 
satisfied with the treatment out there. 
The little girls said that they - were 
made te scrub floors and sweep all 
day, and the boys said that they had to 
spend most of their time working in 
the orchard, and about the place. Those 
remaining at the school are children of 
the Hernandez and Avril families. 

One of the Avril sons had returned 
and was called into the principal's of- 
fice. He said he savas 16 years old, and 
that an Indian named Albert Jaun had 
persuaded his father and mother to 
let him go to the Indlan school.

LECTRIC RAILROADS 
PRAYING FOR RAIN. 


FEARFUL OF SHORTAGE OF POWER 
UNLESS IT COMES. 


Some of the Local Companies Are 
Borrowing from the Neighbors—Im- 
provements ef Clark-Sherman Lincs. 
More Cars for Traction. 


“I don't care whether it rains or not,” 
said the shaliew-pated person. I get 
my bread frem the baker.” 

But the lack of rain, if it is not 
supplied pretty soon. will inconvenience 
Los Angeles earlier than most people 
think. The inconvenience will also 
come in an unlooked-for shape, except 
by those who make it their business to 
know. 

It will first touch the electric systems 
of the great network of solidated 
railways and the wires of t lighting 
and power companies who turn 
wheels of ‘commerce and drive out 
darkness every day after 6 o'clock. 
Dm. Many thousand “kilowatts” of 
current are now suppplied by turbine 
and water-wheel plants far up in the 
mointains, and were it not for the 
additional steam systems installed here 
recently, the water-turned dynamos 
could not keep up with the demand 
for electricity, 

Few people have any idea of the 
enormous amount of electric current 
used by Los Angeles. The Huntington 
railways are enormous consumers, and 
in addition there is more and more de- 
mand for light and power from all 
quarters. New houses going up in ev- 
ery section demand lamps and “juice” 
to run them, and both the Edison and 
Los Angeles Electric companies are 
hard pressed to keep up with the 
procession. 

During the summer the Edison com- 
pany supplied railway current for the 
Traction road, but this has all been 
taken away now, and a short time age 
the Edison concern was solicit the 
loan of a little current from the ace 
tion power-house on Georgia street to 
help out a deficiency in its southwest 
trunk Hines. The request was refused, 
as this railway has all it can do to 
keep its cars going, working the plant 
overtime at that. ; . 

Last year the Los Angeles Electric 
Company foresaw the coming rush, and 
began to install new machinery in its 
large Station at Seventh and Palmetto 
streets. Also, not so very long „ the 
station of the San Gabriel ectric 
Company Was erected at Third and Los 
Angeles Streets, and is turning out now 
for the Pacific Light and Power Com- 
pany miany hundreds of precious horse 


power. 

The only system easily fixed on power 
supply at present is the Sherman-Clark 
Los Angeties-Pacific Railway. At Six- 
teenth street and the city limits there 
has just been put into service a pow- 
erful generating station, which helps 
out the whole line, from the city to 
the sea. A neat little sub-station, 
built at-Gixteenth and Bush streets, 
now M more speed on in the west- 
ern city run of coast-bound cars. Yet 
there is no current to spare, and when 
additions contemplated have been fin- 

„there may not even be enough. 

At present one of the Clark sub-sta- 
tions is feeding some of the domestic 
cigcuilts of a lighting company supply- 
ing the southwestern part of towh. 

e Pacific Electric Company has 
just installed a new 1500 kilowatt gen- 
erator in its main plant, and probably 


Angeles Railway is 1 out 
the Traction company, 1 circuit 
reaching out from town to Bighth and 
Figueroa etreets. Here the circuit of 
the old Hook dynamos begins, and car- 
ries the cars to the western ends of 
their runs. The difference ig doubtless 
noticed by many at this junction, as 
on the outward-bound e of the 
Eighth-street circuit-breakers the 
lights in the cars burn much more 
brightly, showing a higher voltage car- 
ried by the Traction wires. 
An Official said yesterday: “Lack of 
rain means a serious electrical shortage 
In this city. All the electric systems 
are running to their limit every min- 
ute, and every atom of current finds 
immediate use. It is impracticable, for 
many reasons, to bulld any more new 
power-houses just now, and if inere 6 
no rain until the reserve supplies of the 
mountains have been used up, Los 
Angeles must suffer.“ 
TRACTION IMPROVEMENTS. 
There is welcome news for people ‘iv- 
ing on the Traction Iines—more cars 
are to be put on, and the service wil 
be quickened during the busy hours of 
the day. At present there is a decided 
lack of cars when traffic is heaviest. 
The “Main Line“ (University) is to

Prohibit Smoking on the Cars—Men 
All Talk About Boys. . 

At the W. C. r. V. convention held 
yesterday in the East Los Angeles 
Christian Church, the tobacco habit 
“got it in the neck.“ 

A resolution was adopted calling for 
the appointment of a committee to 
wait on the officials of the street rail- 
ways and request them to prohibit 
Smoking on any part of their cars. An- 
other committee was appointed to in- 
terview the Board of Education with 
reference to the offering of prizes of 85 
and $2 to pupils in the schools for the 
best and second best essays on nar- 
cotics. 

Prof. J. A. /Foshay, superintendent of 
the city schools, put up a strong in- 
dictment against the boys who use 
cigarettes. He said he believed the 
cigarette to be the greatest curse in 
this country and that some of the nor- 
mal schools would not admit a student 
who used tobacco. 

“It has been said,” said Prof. Foshay, 


who smokes cigarettes dies young. 
Boys who use cigarettes seldom ge 
through high school; the boys who 
smoke are two and three years behind 
those who do not use tobacco. The 
teachers of the city are a unit in the 
effort to stop it.“ ö 

Col. Alexander Hogeland said that 
the first question asked a boy who 
wants to enter West Point is whether 
he uses tobacco or not; if he does he 
cannot enter.
